Yesterday's booby-trapped letters 
were similar to 13 discovered in Eu- 
Tope on Tuesday, one of them kill- 
ing agriculture counsellor Dr. Ami 
Shehori in London. 

All the letters are believed to 
bave been sent from Amsterdam. 

Twelve of yesterday's booby-trap- 
ped letters were located in Jerusa- 
lem. They were all discovered by 
sorters in the Jerusalem central post 
office, and disarmed. 

The first two to be found were 
addressed to Communications Min- 
jeter Shimon Peres and the director- 
general of the Welfare Ministry, 
Dr. M.A. Kurtz. 

The letters sent to Mr. Peres 
and Dr. Kurtz carried postage 
stamps of 1.25 gutiders.. The one 
addressed to Mr, Peres was in a 
pink envelope with a red-and-blue 
air mail border. Tt meagured by 12 
by 25 centimetres, and weighed Τό 
grams. The letter sent to Dr. Kurtz 
was in a white envelope of about 
the same size and welghed 85 
grams. 

The other 10 were addressed to 
public figures in Jerusalem whose 
ames were not released. 

An intensive search is 
made th. alk Ὁς ἢ cfices for sus- 
pect mail. A postal official said 
that a number of different means 
are used to identify booby- 
trapped letters or parcels. 

Communications Minister Shimon 
Peres issued a call to thel public 
to carefully examine every piece of 
mail before opening it.

Allon warns 
Arab states 
on terror war 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Deputy Premier Yigal Allon said 
here yesterday the Arab states 
must understand that Israel cannot 
continue to observe a formal cease- 
fire while they support “an unofficial 
. War of terror.” 

- No Arab courtry will be immune 
from Israeli activity if the terrorists 
act from its soll, he warned. 

Mr. Allon was addressing 2 

> meeting of forelgn journalists only 
. hours after two parcel bombs, one 
of them addressed to ort Min- 
7! ister Shimon Peres, were received 

here. 

: ‘The warning, Allon said “extends 

to any Arab country that actively 
_ helps the terrorists.” 

“I am not saying when, where 
and how — but we will not tolerate 
terrorism,” he sald, 

“Neither Syria nor any other Arab 
country which helps the terrorist or- 
ganizations will enjoy immunity as 
far as our counter-terror actions 
are concerned,” he said. 

“But this ls a new phase in our 
anti-terror campaign. It doem't 
have to last weeks or months but 
on the other hand it can't remain 
accidental and sporadic. It will be 
systematic.” 

Mr. Allon said Israel regarded 
terrorism 88 an act of war against 
it and it would reply firstly by 
improving its defensive means in 
Israel itself and in various countries 
where Israelis are found. 

‘But, in an apparent reference to 
action against terrorist bases in 
Arab countries, he sald Israel would 
also force the Arab governments to 
deny the terrorists bases and ald 
“because these Arab governments 
must realize it is impossible to have 
a military cease-fire on the one hand 
and rely on terrorism as a means 
of war on the other.” 

He called for an international 
front against terrorism. 

“Today the bombs are sent to Is- 
raelis," he said. ‘Tomorrow they 
wii be sent to Arabs, then to Eu- 
ropeans, and then to anybody that 
the terrorists do not like.” 

“That is why this is not merely 
an Israeli problem but rather a 
problem for all countries where the 
terrorists are active.” 

He stressed that Israel would fight 
the terrorists through legal means 
and not through iHegal activity on

Be gaid most of the Palestinian 
public did not collaborate with the 
terrorists and this fact, together 
with Isracl’s anti-terrorist warfare, 
had forced them to move far away 
from the area. 

“They think that far away they 
will find easy Israeli targets and 
also an easy way to escape,” he 
added. 

“Arab support of the terrorist or- 
ganizations may lead the Pales- 
tinians to further disasters, just as 
irresponsible and extremist leaders 
have already led the Palestinians Ὁ 
trom one disaster to another. 

“They must realize that nothing 
can be achieved by hostile methods, 
while everything may he achieved 
by negotiations. 

“The more these methods of ter- 
vor increase, the more stubborn the 
Israelis will become," he said. 

Mr. Allon said he believed the 
terrorists’ aims were three-fold — 
to Kill Israelis just because they 
were Israelis, to keep their prob- 
lem in the mind of the world and 
the Arab countries and to hamper 
any chances of a political solution. 

Be went on: “We demand that 
the Arab governments live up to 
thelr sovereignty and prevent the 
terrorists from their activities by 
Mquidating all nests of terrorism 
within their boundaries." 


He said, Israel's weekend raid 
against terrorist bases in Lebanon 
was undertaken, not because Le- 
banon was the weakest Arab coun- 
try “but because in Lebanon the 
terrorists heave been planning and 
enjoying full freedom of activity 
against Israel." 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban also 
stressed yesterday that the fight 
against the terrorists was now at 
the forefront of Israel's concerus. 
Speaking to reporters at Lod before 
setting out for the U.N. General 
Assembly, Mr. Eban said that the 
freedom with which terrorists oper- 
ated in Germany and Britain was a 
slight to the sovereignty of those 
countries. “IL hope the leaders of 
those countries open their eyes and 
change their liberal policies towards 
the terrorists," he said. 

The Foreign Minister, who arrived 
in Heathrow Airport shortly before 
the coffin bearing the body of Dr. 
Ami Shehori was flown to Israel, 
paid his last respects to the latest 
victim of Arab terrorism. INA re- 
ported that Mr. Eban was staying 
overnight in London. He was the 
object of one of the biggest security 
operations ever seen at the airport.

The typewritten letter, postmark- 
ed Cologne, vowed the group would 
begin strikes soon “without mercy, 
unless the Arab assassins stop their 
eriminal actions.”

HAIFA. — Haifa Port, slowed down 
to a limp by four different strikes 
on Tuesday, was brought to 2acom- 
plete standstill yesterday, when 
dockers struck all 14 freighters in 

the port. 

A queue of eight more freighters 
has developed in ‘the bay, and a 
shipment of 50,000 cases of grape- 
fruit, scheduled to leave for Bri- 
tain on the ms. Rivka, was delayed. 
The fruit, from the Jordan Valley, 
arrived in port too late because of 
the truckers’ strike. 

Early in the morning ‘the dock- 
ers’ secretariat called on the mana- 
gement to retract all changes in 
the working arrangements of port 
foremen introduced last month over 
the workers’ objections. Wher 
management declined to cancel the 
reorganization, which it considers 
essential, the Secretariat called the 
men off 'the ships and the port was 
paralysed. Dockers continued serv- 
ing only the two passenger ships 
berthed in the harbour. 

The secretariat also appealed to 
the ‘dockers’ committee in Ashdod 
harbour ‘to boycott any ship diver- 
ted from Haifa to Ashdod because 
of the strike. The Ashdod commit- 
tee agreed, and idle ships stood in 
both ports. 

Ports Authority Director Aharon 
Remez cabled the Histadrut Exe- 
cutive, demanding its immediate in- 
tervention to put a ‘stop to ‘the 
“grave situation that has been crea- 
ted, which will do serious damage 
to the clients of the ports and to 
the national economy." Mr. Remez 
sald there was no reason for the 
Haifa dockers’ strike, as the reor- 
ganization had been agreed upon by 
the port management and the fore- 
men, with the approval of the Haifa 
Labour Council He also noted ‘that 
the mutual “boycott" agreement 
between the dockers in Ashdod and 
Haifa ran contrary to the stand of 
the Haifa and Ashdod Labour Coun- 
es and would gravely effect the 
economy. 

Meanwhile Haifa Labour Council 
Secretary Eliezer Molk, who also 
holds that the tion would 
not effect the workers and demands 
their return to normal work, con- 
tacted the secretariat members and 
arranged to meet with them today 
“to work out ways of ending the 
strike.” 

Port Manager Yitzhak Rahav said 
he had called on Mr. Molk to 
intervene. Asked whether 1 would 
not have been wiser to coordinate 
the reorganization with the workers 
in view of their objections, he told 
The Jerusalem Post that it did not 
concern them.

effort to have the elections post- 
poned by religious circles opposed to 
them. 

The applicant, Mr. Yosef Rubin- 
stein of Haifa, who was represented 
by lawyer Menahem Yanovsky of 
Jerusalem, complained that the Hlec- 
ition Committee had not fulfilled its 
legal duty to consult with the Chief 
Rabbinate Council about the Ust of 
town rabbis eligible to vote. 

Deputy State Attorney Mishael 
Cheshin, appearing for the Committee, 
replied that the Committee had 
waited 40 days and had applied re- 
peatedly for the Chief Rabbinate 
Council's advice on the list of town 
rabbis — but this had not been 
forthcoming. Eventually, the Com- 
mittee had decided to publish the 
list regardless. The High Court up- 
held this decision, saying it would 
give its reasoning at a later date. 

Justice Manny angrily accused Mr. 
Yanovsky of seeking to “sabotage” 
the elections. Mr. Yanovsky retorted 
that he was prepared to remove his 
gown and leave the Court if this 
was the Court’s opinion.

The truckers had claimed that ga- 
rages charge up to IL45 (instead 
of IL15) for sealing diesel fuel 
pumps, as required by jaw. The ga- 
rage owners called on the trucking 
industry to abide by the new re- 
gulations, even if thet forces them 
to cut down on overloading and re- 
duces their earnings. 

The Egged spokesman told The 
Post yesterday that the cooperative 
has purchased it own Hartridge 
smoke control unit, used to check 
the permissible level of diesel engine 
emissions. Starting this week the 
bus cooperative is using the unit to 
prepare its buses for their annual 
licensing tests, he said.

Chair firm strike

SDEROT. — The strike by the 120 
workers of Kis'ot Yisrael — the 
chair-manufacturing concern — en- 
ters its fourth week todyy, with 
no progress in ‘sight. 

A member of the works commit- 
tee told ‘Itim" yesterday the 
strikers’ families are in dire cir- 
cumstances, not having received 
their August salaries. The commit- 
tee, he said, is trying to get the 
Histadrut Executive to pay ‘the 
Strikers 50 per ‘cent of their wages 
for all the days they were out, as 
it did for the Elite strikers. 

The strike broke out after Kupat 
Holim stopped providing medical 
services, and the Mivtahim fund 
stopped paying sick leave salaries, 
due to the employers’ failure to keep 
up payments to these funds. The 
proprietors of the firm have re- 
frained from making any appear- 
ance in this town and have been 
complaining, it has ‘been learned, of 
lack of operating capital.

Moscow says 
China deals

Iraq, Turkey

-He was prepared to agree, Jus-

effort,” which, in accordance with 
the traditiowal Jewish concept, 
Means two complementary efforts, 
with the wife performing her duties 
and the husband his. However, he 
continued, ‘the fact ‘that a couple 
invest their joint efforts in im- 
proving the cultural, social and 
financial position of ‘their family 
does not necessary mean, In ar- 
cordance with Jewish tradition, that 
they jointly own ‘the property be- 
longing to one of the spouses. For 
this is a matter for agreement be- 
tween the spouses or it is a mat- 
ter which is regulated by law. 


In accordance with Jewish Law, 
Justice Kister went on to explain, 
the fingsictal arrangements between 
ἃ .merried couple are regulated in 
the ketuba; but the couple may, of 


their own free will, lay down other 


conditions, such as community of 
Property. In addition, importance 
should be attached to local rules 
and customs which are binding in 
‘the absence of any agreement. 


_When, however, there is an agree- 


ment between the parties, he con- 
tinued, and # concerns community 
of property, then one spouse will 
not lose any rights under the agree- 
ment if he, or she, works less than 
is expected, as long aa there isnot

wards the other spouse or towards

It is of paramount importance, 
therefore, Justice Kister held, to de- 
termine whether there was an agree- 
‘ment on community of property be- 
tween 2 couple. In answering this 
question in the affirmative in re- 
spect of the particular case under 
consideration, he went on to note 
that the Israel courts do not de- 
Mand a written agreement, satisfy- 
ing themselves with even the faint- 
est evidence of an implied agree- 
ment in the light of the general

Im conclusion, Justice Kister eon- 
sidered ‘the question of the conse- 
quences of the purported sale of 
the apartment to a third party.

The District Court should, how- 
ever, have ‘added, he continued, that 
the respondent was entitled to be 
registered as owner of half the 
apartment only after it had ‘been 
determined how much she was ob- 
liged to pay the first appellant, or 
his creditors, on ‘account of the 
loans which he had received in 
order to purchase the apartment. 
With this reservation, therefore, the 
Appeal should be dismissed. 

dustice Berinson 

In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Berin- 
son noted that the District Court 
had found that everything which 
the first appellant and the respon- 
dent hed acquired in Israel they had 
acquired in consequence of their 
joint efforts, even if the respondent 
had devoted most of her time and 
energy to her home and children, 
thereby freeing her husband for 
other activities. It has deen held 
repeatedly by the Supreme Court, 
he noted further, that, even if 8 
wife does not do any outside work 
over ‘and beyond her domestic duties, 
she still contrfbutes to the upkeep 
of the family and to the acquisition 
of its possessions by virtue of the 
fact that she looks after the home 
and cares for the children; and that 
in ‘the absence of any agreement to 
the contrary between ‘her and her 
husband she must, therefore, be 
deemed to be an equal partner in 
the family possessions. 


As to the transaction which the 
first appellant had made with the 
Second appellant, there was no doubt 
whatsoever, Justice Berinson held, 
that it was not binding upon the 
respondent, since εἰ constituted an 
‘act of collusion between the two in 
order to deprive the respondent of 
her rights (see also C.A, 595/69, 
1 PD. 25/561).

New law 
owned cooperatively

Some 350,000 apartment-owners 
in Israel are ito have their collect- 
ive affains legally controlled under 
a “Bil for the Management and 
Upkeep of Cooperatively-Owned 
Homes” currently being drafted by 
the Justice Ministry. The bill will 
be presented to the Knesset during 
1973. 

At present, only the minority of 
‘apartment-owners — some 200,000 
families whose homes are registered 
in the land registry — are affected 
by existing Jegislation: The Law of 
Condominium Homes (1969). Most 
apartments in Israel, however, are 
not affected, because most public 
land has not yet been registered, 
‘and no law regulates unregistered 
homes, 

Theoretically, therefore, this lat- 
ter, larger body of apartment-own- 
ers is under no legal duty, for in- 
stance, to contribute towards the 
upkeep ‘of ‘the’ common property 
in the block (the garden, the. roof, 
the stairweH, etc.). Most housing 
firms, however, specify such obliga- 
tions in ithe contracts of purchase. 
(But the validity of such obliga- 
tions remain untested in the courts.) 

Officials estimate that of the 
350,000 apartments not registered 
in ithe land registry, only some 
70,000 are not covered by such 
private contracts, 

Justice Ministry officials explained

Rooting out terrorism 


Daver (Histadrut) writes: “The 
London murder, as well as further 
terrorist attempts which may be ex- 
pected, ought to make it clear to 
the British Government that ita pri- 
mary duty is to root out Arab ter- 
rorism (in Britain). In ‘the absence 
of concrete action, London should 
refrain from initiating any form of 
mediation — such ag at present, 


mary condition for any shift in the 
Middie Hast conflict is the elimi- 
nation of the Arab terrorism.” 

Ha‘aretz (non-party) hopes that 
the crime in London will spur the 
British to increase their efforts to 
root out terrorism. The paper notes 
thataslong asArabterror is still 
free ‘to-organize throughout Burope, 
Israel is entitled to demand the co- 
operation of all governments “to 
uproot the pestilence.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) says that 
one of the principal aims of the 
terrorists is to sabotage ‘the pros- 
pects of a political settlement be- 
tween the Arab states and Israel, and 
that it is essential that this aim be 
frustrated. “Unless the Arab coun- 
tries rid themselves of the terrorist 
methods, and the Western European 
countries refrain from implement- 
ing ‘their intention of supplying’ 
arms to Egypt, all the feelers pres- 
ently being put out by Hgypt in 
Europe are pointless." 


Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) says 


that “There was great carelessness 
and neglect of security procedures 
by the responsible bodies in Mu- 
nich, Brussels and London.” It 
calls for a thorough investigation. 

Al-Kuds (independent Arab daily) 
says thatthe Jerusalem Journalist's 
Association, which rented a hall at 
Belt Agron to the Jewlsh Defence 
League for ‘the public trial of Heb- 
ron mayor Sheikh Mohammed Ali 
Ja'abari, should have known better 
than to provide such an organiza- 
tion with facilities for its publicity. 
The paper urges the authorities to 
put an end to JDL activity, and 
charges that the movement is stir- 
ring up old grudges between Jews 
and Arabs. The paper says ‘that 
while the JDL is making irrespon- 
sible inquiries about the 1929 and 
1948 incidents in Hebron and Kfar 
Btzion, 'the Arabs could initiate in- 
quiries: Into a simflar number of in- 
cidents in which Arab blood was 
shed. 

Al-Anba (official Arabic-language 
daily) says ‘that the Arab govern- 
ments which support the terrorist 
organizations pledged verbal sup- 
port for Lebanon while leaving it 
alone in its conflict with Israel over 
the terrorist, issue. Lebanon ΓΒΕ 
did not ask for any Arab aid be- 
cause of Its realization, first, that 
it would not get aid, and secondly 
because any Arab intervention might 
become an invasion.

‘The real M.E. problem’ 


The New York Times said yes- 
srday that Israel's recent military 
action in Lebanon and Syria was 
“risky for Israel ttself and for the 
Middle East, delicately poised ‘al- 
ways between fire and cease-fire.
